(0001 ) . I claim priority of my three United States Provisional Applications Serial No. 
60V484990 filed July 3, 2003; Serial No. 60\495641 filed August 15, 2003; and Serial No. 
60\502456 filed September 1 1 , 2003. 

FIELD OF THE INVENTION 

(0002) . This invention relates to improvements in gaming devices, and particularly 
to the game of roulette table games or video simulations thereof in coin operation gaming 
devices or Internet gaming. 

BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 

(0003) . In the game of roulette, which is played at many gaming houses in the 
United States and elsewhere, a dealer employed by the gaming house releases a ball 
which then travels around the periphery of a rotating wheel having circumferentially 
arranged pockets, until the ball finally stops in a particular pocket. The stopping place of 
the ball, and a number associated with that stopping place, determines whether particular 
players have won or lost on their bets, and whether the house has won or lost. 

(0004) . Although it is perhaps a groundless concern, some players worry that the 
; dealer, because of greater familiarity with the apparatus and its mode of operation, maybe 

able to cause the ball to stop at a location favorable to the house but which will cause the 
players to lose. 

(0005) . Many players may therefore wish for a procedure that would ensure that the 
dealer cannot and has not "rigged" the play. 
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
